Governor of Wisconsin: 
In compliance with law, the Railroad Commissioner herewith 
submits his biennial report for the years ending June 30, 1895, 
and June 30, 1896, being the seventh biennial report of this de- 
partment. Following the custom of his predecessors for many 
years, the report has been tabulated from the returns made by 
the railroad companies. These returns are uniform in most of 
the states of the union where there are railroad commissioners, 
and are patterned after the reports required by the inter- state 
commerce commission. Attempts to make compilations from 
them or to condense the matter contained lead to confusion and 
cause dissatisfaction to the people who have most frequent oc- 
casion to use them for reference. The additional expense of pub- 
lishing the complete reports would not be large, and if any re- 
turns are warranted by the public demand for them, it would 
seem the part of wisdom to have them complete. The repeated 
recommendation from this office for such amendment of the law 
as is necessary to accomplish this result is, therefore, respect- 
fully renewed. 
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General Report, 



MILEAGE. 

The panic period in the. business of the state has naturally 
restricted the extension of railway enterprises. On June 30, 
1894, the total mileage of roads within the state reported to the 
railroad commissioner was 6,003.68. On June 30, 1896, the 
total mileage reported was 6,279.46, being an increase of 
275.78 miles, of which 179.98 is returned by Wisconsin Central 
Lines. 

New companies reported during the last biennial period are 
the Big Falls Railway Co., with 15 miles, and the Mattoon Rail- 
way Co., with 9.51 miles. 

Since the last report of this office the Goodyear, Neillsville & 
Northern Railway Co. has taken up its tracks and the corpora- 
tion has been dissolved. 

On February 11, 1896, the Port Edwards, Centralia & North- 
ern Railway was sold under foreclosure of bondholders and the 
•company has gone out of existence. The Marshfield & South- 
eastern Railway Co. was organized February 20, 1896, and pur- 
chased the property and has been operating the same since that 
liime. 

During the latter part of this year, the Chicago, Fairchild & 
Eau Claire River Railroad Co. changed its corporate name to 
the Fairchild & Northeastern Railway Co. 

The Wisconsin Central Lines, the Minnesota & Wisconsin 
Hailroad and the Kickapoo Valley & Northern Railway are still 
operated by receivers, as they have been since 1893. The Mil- 
waukee & Wauwatosa line has passed into a receiver's hands, and 
^ plan is now being carried out looking to its operation as an 
electric line.

The business depression general throughout the country has 
seriously reduced the gross earnings of railway companies, and 
has caused a large falling off in the amounts received by the 
state as license fees or taxes. The amounts received from this 
source during the last five years are as follows :

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As the amounts paid for taxes given in reports from which 
the tables in this book are compiled are based upon inter-state 
rates figured proportionally upon a mileage basis, they are not 
accurate as showing the tax paid by such companies to the 
state of Wisconsin. I, therefore, give herewith the amount of 
license fee or tax paid by each company doing business within 
the state for the years 1895 and 1896.

This fee or tax is based upon the earnings of each company 
for the preceding calendar year ending December 31. 
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For the information of the public, the laws governing the tax- 
ation of the railroads and sleeping car companies are here 
inserted. 

Section liil. Every railroad company, and every person operating a railroad 
In this state, except railroads opea:uted by horse-power, shall, on or before the 
tenth day of Fetbruary In each year, make and return to the state treasurer, in 
such form and upon such blanks as shall be furnished by him, a true statement 
of the gross earnings of their respective roads for the preceding calendar year, 
of the numlber of miles of road operated by each such company or person, and 
the gross earnings per mile per annum during such year, Vhlch statement shall 
be verified by the oath of the secretary and treasurer of such companies, or of 
the person so operating such railroad. 

9 Wis., 431; U Wis., 35; 16 Wis., 554; 16 Wis., 1. 

Section 1212. Each such railroad company and each person so operating any 
railroad shall, on returning such statement, apply for a license to operate the 
railroad mentioned In such statement, and shall pay the license fee therefor pro- 
vided in the next section; and thereupon shall receive from the state treasureir 
a license to operate such railroad for the calendar year commencing on the first 
day of January preceding, and terminating on the next succeeding thirty-first day 
of December, unless sooner revoked. 

Section 1218. The annual license fees for the operation of such railroads shall 
be as follows: 

1. Four per centum of the gross earnings of all railroads, except those operated 
on pile and pontoon, or pontoon bridges, whose gross earnings equal or exceed 
three thousand dollars per mile per annuim of operated railroad. 

2. Five dollars per mile of operated railroad of all railroads whose gross earn- 
ings exceed one thousand five hundred dollars per mile per annum, and are less 
than three thousand dollars per mile per annum of operated road, and in addition 
two per centum of their gross earnings In excess of fifteen hundred dollars per 
mile per annum. 

3. Five dollars per mile of operated road by all companies whose gross earn- 
ings are less than fifteen hundred dollars per mile per annum. 

4. Two per centum of the gross earnings of all railroads which are operated 
upon pile or pontoon, or pontoon bridges, which gross earnings shall be returned 
as to such parts thereof as are within the state. 

One-{half of such license fee shall be paid at the time the license so Issued, and 
one-half on or before the tenth day of August in each year. 

porfeitubb roR neglect to obtain license and pat pee. 

Section 1214. If any such railroad ootiapany, or person operating any such rail- 
road in this state, shall neglect to obtain such license, or pay the license fee 
therefor, or any part thereof, as herelnibefore provided, such company or person 
shall absolutely forfeit to the state the sum of ten thousand dollars, to be recov- 
ered in an action brought In the name of the state; and such neglect shall also 
be a cause of forfeiture of all the rights, privileges and franchises, whether 
granted by cvpecial charter or obtained under general laws by or under which any 
such railroad Is operated. And the attorney-general, upon such neglect, shall col- 
lect by action the pecuniary forfeiture herein imposed, and also proceed to have 
forfeiture of such rights, privileges and franchises duly declared. Any such com- 
pany or person, at any time before the final Judgment of forfeiture of such rights, 
privileges and franchises is rendered, may be permitted to make the return and 
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pay the license fee herein provided for, upon special application to the court in 
whlcfti the action to declare »uch forfeiture Is pending, upon such terms as the 
court shall direct. 

Section 1795. The railroad commissioner shall, on or before the tenth day of 
February In each year, ascertain and return to the state treasurer the following: 

1. The actual cost of each railroad in the state up to and including the thirty- 
first day of the next preceding Decemiber; and if such railroads shall be partly 
in and partly out of this state, then the actual cost of so miuch thereof as is in 
this state. 

2. The total gross receipts resulting from the operation of every such railroad 
during the next preceding year, ending on the thlrty-flrst day of December, or 
of that part of the same which Is in this state. 

3. The total net earnings resulting from the operation of any such railroad 
during the next preceding year, ending on the thirty-flrst day of December, or of 
that part of the same which is in this state. 

4. The total interest bearing indelbtedness of the corporation owning or operat- 
ing such railroad, and the amount of interest paid by such corporation during^ 
the next preceding year, ending on the thirty-first day of Decemiber; and if any 
part of such indebtedness has been incurred in consequence of the construction, 
maintenance, repair, renewal or operation of any part of such railroad which is 
not in this state, or for equipment of such part, such railroad commissioner shall 
ascertain and determine, in such manner as he shall think just and equitable, how, 
much of its indebtedness is justly chargeable to that part of said railroad that 
is in this state, and how m»ueh interest shall have (been paid by such corporation, 
during such year ending on the thirty-first day of tlie next preceding December, 
on that part of such indebtedness which is justly Chargeable to that part of said 
railroad that Is in this state. The president or m«inaging officer of every railroad 
corporation, and every other person operating any railroad in this state, shall 
annually, in the month of January, make such reports and returns to such com- 
missioner, verified by the oath of such officer or person, as shall afford the in- 
formation aforesaid, and as he shall require, and at other times prescribed by him, 
such other reports and returns, verified as aforesaid, concerning such railroads,, 
their business affairs and management, as he shall require; and for such purpose 
he may prescribe fblank forms, which Shall be provided by the secretary of state. 
Every railroad corporation, company or person operating a railroad, who shall 
fail to make any such report within the time prescribed therefor, shall forfeit 
one hundred dollars for each and every day the same shall be delayed. 

TAXATION OF SLBEfPING CAB COMPANIES. 

Section 12a2ib. (Ch. 353, laws 1883.) No owners, whether corporate or otherwise, 
of palace cars, drawing room cars or sleeping ears, except railway companies 
operating railways within this state, shall have a right to use or charge or collect 
fare or compensation for the use of any such car within this state until such 
owner shall have procured from the state treasurer a license to use such cars 
within this state as heiieinaf ter provided. 

2. Every such owner of the cars mentioned in section 1, excefpt railway com- 
panies as aforesaid, shall, on or before the tenth day of February In each year* 
make and return to the rallrocui commissioner a true statement of the gross eam^ 
ings made (by the use of such cars, between points within the state of Wisconsin* 
during the preceding calendar year; which statement shall (be verified by such, 
owner or by some officer or agent having official knowledge of the facts. 

3. Shrery such owner shall on returning the statement provided for 'by section 
2, of this act, apply to the state treasurer for a license to use the said cars upon 
the railroads operated in this state, and to charge and collect fares or compen- 
sation for the use thereof, and shall pay to the state treasurer for such license^ 
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the fee provided in tlie next section, and upon such payment the state treasurer 
shall issue to such owner a license to use suc*i cars, and charge fare or compen- 
sation for such uses as aforesaid. 

4. (As amended by oh. 415, laws 1886.) The annual license fee to be paid by such 
owner, as aforesaid, shall be four (4) per centum of the earnings reported, as re- 
quired iby section 2, hereof; the amount of such license fee to be computed by the 
railroad comimissioner, and by him certified to the state treasurer. 

5. The report required by section 2, hereof, shall be in such form and shall 
embrace such details as shall be prescribed by the railToad conunissioner. 

6. The said license fee shall be paid one-half at the time such license is applied 
for, and ooe-half on or before the tenth day of August, in each year; and if any 
such owner shaill neglect or refuse to make any report required by this act, and 
to pay for such license, then such owner shall, so long as such neglect or refusal 
shall continue, have no right to use sal4 cars as aforesaid* in this state, and 
dharge and collect fare or compensation for such use, and any such use by any 
such owner, in violation of the provisions of this act, may be restrained by In- 
junction at the suit of the attorney-general, in any court of competent Jurisdic- 
tion. 

The operation of this law does not seem to equitably apportion 
the burden upon the railway corporations and, in some in- 
stances, by a technicality, takes from the state a large amount 
of revenue. An illustration of this is shown in the license fee 
paid by the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste Marie Railway 
Co. for the years 1895 and 1896 respectively. It will be noticed 
that for the first year named the fee is but one-fourth that paid 
in the latter year. There is no such disproportion in the earn- 
ings of the company for the two years, and the large falling off 
in the income to the state is due to the fact that during the 
period of business depression in one year the gross earn- 
ings of the company fell just within the limit of $3,000 per 
mile. 

It would seem that a license fee based upon the gross earn- 
ings of companies would be more nearly fair, if applied 
alike to all. The small properties are by no means, as a rule, 
the lea,st profitable, and discrimination between companies 
such as the law now prescribes is a constant source of tempta- 
tion to corporation officials to manipulate the returns, and sub- 
jects them to unjust suspicions and prejudices, even when the 
returns are honestly made, if their gross earnings bring them 
barely within the amount necessary for the reduced rate of 
license fee. 
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SLEEPING CAE COMPANIES. 

The amount of license or tax paid by sleeping car companies 
within Wisconsin is, as it has ever been, merely nominal. It is 
doubtful whether laws can be framed which will fairly tax these 
companies. The effort has been made in many states, but we 
find from non " of the reports of railway commissioners any evi- 
dence chat such efforts have been successful. 

For the biennial report ending June 30, 1896, the following is 
a summary of deaths and injuries from railway accidents.

A most constant cause of fatal accidents is to be found in 
badly arranged and poorly superintended grade crossings with 
highways. No better argument is needed for more stringent 
regulations to govern this matter than the insistance of the 
railway companies themselves that the best safety appliances 
shall be used whenever, and wherever new crossings are made 
over the right-of-way of railway companies and the expense of 
the same is put upon the parties or corporations in need of such 
crossings. 

With the multiplying of street railways utilizing electric 
power, the danger from these crossings is much increased, and 
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at present there is no law whatever governing the operation of 
such street railway lines in the matter of safety appliances. 

Overhead obstructions, most frequently in the form of via- 
ducts and highway bridges, are another cause of many acci- 
dents to employes of railways which could be removed without 
much additional expense if there were some provision requiring 
that no such structure should be built so low as to prevent 
trains passing upon it and leaving suflBcient room for employes 
to stand erect upon the cars. 

COMPLAINTS. 

There have been few complaints of violation of law made to this 
ofl&ce during the past two years and no one of them has required 
a formal hearing to secure adjustment. Many minor matters 
which have seemed to constitute greviences in the minds of 
patrons of railways, but which do not come within the recogni- 
tion of the statutes, have been brought to the attention of the 
commissioner and have usually been amicably adjusted through 
correspondence. As a rule the railway oflBcials have been 
prompt and anxious to remove the causes of these minor com- 
plaints when brought to their attention. 

INSPECTION OF E0AD8. 

The railway companies operating lines in Wisconsin have 
taken advantage of the low prices of labor and material during 
the hard times to improve their properties, and it is safe to say 
that the physical condition of their lines within the state was 
never better than at the present time. All of the principal 
lines have been carefully inspected by the commissioner or his 
deputy during the term. 

COMPILATION OF RAILWAY LAWS. 

There has been no compilation of the railway laws of the state 
since the year 1889. There is a frequent and constant demand 
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for such laws from within as well as without the state^ and I 
recommend that some provision be made for a new compilation, 
and publication of a sufficient number of copies to meet this- 
demand. 

I have to acknowledge appreciation of the promptness and 
courtesy of the general officials, and especially of the auditors, 
of the different railway companies, in attention to calls upon 
their time made by this department in an official way.
